If her infant wishes to c-r> 


She lets him do so. She does not, lik' 
the white mother, rush to the child 
,tvben he begins to howl and try to 
pacify him. She lets him bowl till lie 
tire* of It and ceases of his own ac- 
cord. It is because crying brings them 
attention thnt moat children cry. The 
young Indian does uot get the inten- 
tion, so hu souu cuts out crying en- 
tirely. 
With 
crying, 
kicking 
and 


•quirmlng eliminated there is really 
toothing left for him but to remn in 
calm and look dignified. This la what 
he does, as a rule. 


The Indian's baby wardrobe is a 


very simple affair. 
It generally con- 


sists of a single cloth or skin, as the 
Case may be, wrapped arouud aud 
around the small one. It Is about two 
minutes' work for the red mamma to 
dress her child nnd bind it to the board 
or basket which serves ns a crib. The 
board or basket is then stood upright 
in a corner of the dwelling, if her work 
Is In the house, or agaiust a convenient 
bank or bowlder, If toe work is in the 
field, or, If it is in the forest, the cradle 
"may be suspended from tbe bough of a 
tree. 


The care of the child Is as simple as 


Its dress. 
It receiver little attention 


outside of the giving of nourishment, 
at stated Intervals. Occasionally, once 
A week or once In every two or three 
weeks, as may be most convenient, 
several of the Indian mothers make a 
little bathing jwirty and go to soine« 
pool or stream and give thn babies a 
bath. There ure none of tha little lux- 
uries of tbe bath of the white baby. 
Burn as sceuted soap, soothing powders 
and the liko. The little ones aro loos- 
euud from their bonds, their wrap is 
.removed, ami they are laid in the shal- 
low water of the pool or stream to kick 
and splash and disport to their hearts' 
content while their mothers cbat upon 
the bank near by. After a season ihry 
are removed and dried.

tend lo be afraid that they will be 
cheated, but they are, according to the 
New Vork Mail, easily taken in where 
all kinds of fraudulent schemes which 
promise quick returns from the in- 
vestment of a small amount of money 
are presented. 
They are, indeed, more 


often overreached than the man or 
woman who eujoys the luxury of doing 
good.
